Dear Mw v Kamper: 


How exciting it was to receive your letter and how fortunate for me that my letter 
found its way to you! 


I was excited to read in your letter that you found a listing of my great-grandfather, 
Samuel F.M. Faucett. We, in the family know one of his middle names was Francis - 
but are all stumped as to what the "M" might have stood for. Yet, in what records 

I did get from the National Archives, he was indeed listed at Samuel F.M. Faucett 

and a Lt. Col. I did not know, however, that the 5th Infantry Regiment was of the 
Army of Northern Virginia - paroled at Appomattox. 


Samuel F.M. Faucett, from what little other information the National Archives was able 

to supply, apparently "deserted" the Confederate Army about March of 1862, having been 

in service for almost a year. I can understand, to some degree, why he might have "left" 
and gone "back home". His first wife was named Fanny Gage and he was then, only 26 in 

the Confederate Army. His first child was born in November, 1861, a second, in September 
of 1862 - Civil War years so I can understand how a young man with a young wife and one 
young baby - another on the way - might have felt compelled to "go home", particularly 

the way the war was going for the South. He had two more children with Fanny Gage before 
she died. After Fanny Gage died, my great-grandfather married Alice Frances Lee who was 
17 years younger than he. Together they had eight children, one of whom was my grand- 
father, Knight Iva Faucett. My great-grandmother, Alice Lee, called "Grandma Faucett" 

by my father, aunt and all cousins, used to brag about being a cousin of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee's. However, in my search on the Lee side of the family, I cannot verify that and 

she may have actually been from an unrelated Lee family - perhaps with roots around 
Hillsboro, Texas. After the war, my great-grandfather and great-grandmother had a planta-~ 
tion as their home in Hillsboro Texas. The family "history" stated that Samuel Faucett, 
after the war sometime, lost most of the plantation in Hillsboro, which had been part of 
the Sherwood League, and then lived on a small tract with three houses on it, - the family 
lived in one and rented the other two. 


So, as a "deserter" he was probably not entitled to pension so thus would not be listed, 
and he may not have been in long enough to ever get to Appomattox where the Army was 


finally paroled. 


The listing you found in the index book of census, 1860 Mississippi as FAUCETTE, S.F.M. 
Family #8 sounds like it might be the same family. Perhaps the "E" on the end was a 
"mistake" or perhaps the "E" was finally dropped by the family - but with the same initials 
it sounds like it might be my family. JI would love to know what the regular census book 
might have as more information about this family. Since I do not know how many brothers 

my great-grandfather might have had, it is hard to know if the Faucett families listed 

in Kemper, Madison or Marshall Cos. were part of the same family. Is there any way I could 
go about finding this out - or getting a photocopy of the census listing/information that 
might have been Samuel F.M. Faucett(e)? 


I would be most grateful if you have the time to check the Marriage records also as I am 
most anxious (as is all Faucett family from the east to west coast) to learn who S.F.M. 
Faucetts might have been so we can get further back on the family ancester tree.

I'd additionally be grateful if you could give me any addresses to which I might personally 
write a letter, requesting information or photocopies of records etc. 


How very interesting that some of your grandparents family married into a Winters family

from the Mobile area. While my former husband, William Evans Winters, and I are now 
divorced (for 8 yrs now), I do know that his father, Charles Winters, was born in 
Alabamba! What a small world! I don't know where in Alabamba but it well might be 

the same family you are related to. Charles Winters married Gladys Littlefield and 
aside from my former husband, there is another son of that marriage, Charles Winters 
(perhaps the II - as I recall) who is an Episcopal Priest (married) and now lives in 

New Orleans where he serves a diocese there. "Charlie" is somewhat older than my former 
husband, Bill, and Charlie might well remember more of the origins of his father's 
family in Alabamba than Bill would or than I do. You may want to write to him if you 
are also interested in searching your family roots. Let me know and I'll send his 


address to you. 


Well, Glennie (may I call you by your first name?), it has been so wonderful to sit 

here at my typewriter and talk to you this way today! I am so grateful to you for responding 
to my first letter and for the information you have been able to give me thus far. I am 
always interested in photocopies of any archives records concerning my family as such 
copies do document our family history and can be passed along to all the children in 

our families. I am certainly willing to pay any fee to obtain photo copies of anything 
that pertains to the Samuel F.M. Faucett family - or his possible parentage — thus the 
marriage records would be very interesting as well as any birth records that might show 
a mother and father's name of my great-grandfather. I wish I lived closer so I could 
get involved personally with this research myself - but since I can't, please know how 
much I appreciate your efforts in my behalf.

The first proven progenitor of this Fortson family is Thomas Fortson, Sr., born 
1715. There were earlier Fortsons in America but of the many researchers who 
have worked on this line, none has yet proven the parentage of this Thomas. 

Fortsons came to America from England as early as the middle seventeenth 
century. ‘There is a will on record in North Carolina written and sealed June 20, 
1663 by one Mary Fortson. Mary and her husband, Frederick Fortson had earlier 
received a patent for 2,000 acres of land “being and lying at Paspotank,” a 
si county in the northeast corner of North Carolina near the coast. The only child - 
i. mentioned in her will is “my son, Theophulus Fortson.”’ Some Fortson research-

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: ers connect Thomas to Frederick Fortson. 
| | Thomas Fortson, Sr. lived only 27 years, dying in Caroline County, Virginia in 
| 1742.2 He was married to Mrs. Elizabeth (Winn?) Richards, who was born in 1718

his eighteen grandchildren were remembered in his will. When Elizabeth died the 
bulk of her estate had already been distributed. She made three deeds of gift, two 
in 1790 and one in 1797, of a sizeable amount of her estate to her two sons, Wil- 
liam Fortson and Thomas Fortson, Jr. Included in these gifts was that part of 
her estate inherited from her first husband, Ralph Richards.‘ Her son, William, 
inherited by her will the remainder of her estate not already distributed.° 
William Fortson, the older of the two sons of Thomas Fortson and Elizabeth 
established the Kentucky branch of the Fortson family. William and Mildred 
Fortson had three daughters and four sons. He died in Lexington, Kentucky in 
1822. , | : 
Thomas Fortson, Jr., the second son of Thomas Fortson and Elizabeth, was 
born May 1, 1742 in Caroline County, Virginia and died in Elbert County, 
Georgia on February 15, 1824 at age 81. He married Rachel Winn of Caroline 
County, Virginia, daughter of Benjamin Winn. 
Before going to Georgia, Thomas and Rachel lived in Orange County, Vir- 
ginia. He was there in 1780 when he received an appointment as a Lieutenant in 
the Revolutionary Army. According to the Public Claims of Orange County, Vir- 
ginia, Thomas Fortson furnished 415 pounds of beef for the use of the Revolu- 
tionary soldiers on October 18, 1781. Certification was by Benjamin Winslow, 
Deputy Clerk of Orange County. On May 28, 1784, Thomas Fortson furnished 490 
pounds of Indian meal to the Albermarle Barracks. On December 6, 1780 John 
Thomas certified to Joseph Hawkins A.C.P. that Thomas Fortson furnished 400 
pounds of beef for the army.® The descendants of Lt. Thomas Fortson are eligible 
for membership in the Daughters of the American Revolution and the Sons of the 
Revolution. , 
| Thomas Fortson is listed in the 1782 tax list of Orange County, Virginia with a 
household of eight whites and six servants. Also living in Orange County as 
‘neighbors of Thomas were Joshua Underwood, Reuben Underwood, and Mar- 
garet Underwood. In the 1785 tax list Thomas is listed with a household of nine 
people, one house and one building. In 1785 no Underwoods were listed. 
_ About this time there began one of those tides of immigration which per- 
jodically occurred when one area became crowded and new lands were made 
available. Residents of Virginia began pouring into North Carolina, South Carol- 
ina, and Georgia. About or before 1792 Thomas Fortson, Jr. moved to Georgia. 
On May 31, 1792 Thomas Fortson took title to 330 acres of land on Beaverdam 
Creek in Wilkes County, Georgia (now Elbert County) from Thomas Carter. This 
land was part of an original grant of 1,100 acres made to Carter in 1785.” Thomas 
Fortson’s home was named “Gatewood” and it was here he lived until his death. 
According to one source, he was a man of education, culture and unusual refine- 
ment. 
~ Lt. Thomas Fortson, Jr. died February 15, 1824. His will was recorded March 
13, 1824.8 He mentions as his heirs, the children of his deceased son, Benjamin; 
his sons, William, Jesse, Richard; his daughters, Elizabeth Gibbs and Millie 
Willis. He also remembers three slaves. He wrote that Cate and his wife, Rachel, 
were to choose from the family whomever they wanted to be their master and 
that family member was bound to care for them. To his slave, Chaney, he left 
fifty dollars for the good care he had received from her during his last illness.

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ginia on February 6, 1781. Elizabeth Gaines was either fifteen or sixteen when 
she married thirty-two year old Benjamin Fortson. 

Benjamin and Elizabeth had ten children. Benjamin Fortson died in 1823, age 
56, one year before the death of his father, Lt. Thomas Fortson, Jr. 

John, the second son of Benjamin Fortson, whose mother was Sally Head, was 
born February 12, 1794 in Elbert County, Georgia. He married Sarah Moore in 
Elbert County on March 17, 1814. When John and Sarah Fortson moved west, 
moving with them were Sarah’s brother, John Moore and his wife, Mary Lewis. 
John Fortson and John Moore each received land grants in 1823 signed by Presi- 
dent James Monroe.!? John Moore’s grant was in Greene County, Alabama. John 
Fortson’s grant was in Monroe County, Mississippi. These grants followed the 
Chickasaw Indians cession of land to the United States in 1816. For a number of 
years Monroe County, Mississippi was simply a small protrusion of land jutting 
out on three sides into the Indian nations. It was not until 1831 that the Choc- 
taws on the south side of Monroe County signed the Treaty of Dancing Rabbit. 
On the other two sides of Monroe County were the Chickasaws who did not cede 
their land to the United States until the Treaty of Pontotac Creek in 1833. 

John and Sarah Fortson prospered in Monroe County as did the whole area. 
The Gulf, Mobile, and Ohio Railroad came through John Fortson’s land. He not 
only donated the land to the railroad to get them there, but he also donated the 
buildings for a station. This station was called Prairie Station. 

Two sons and three daughters were born to John and Sarah Fortson: Mary 
Ann Mildred who married Mr. Blair; John Thomas who was a state representa- 
tive in 1848; Sarah Frances who married Ulysses McAllister; Benjamin, and 
Latitia.!8 

The second son of John and Sarah Fortson, Benjamin, was born in 1820. On 
December 9, 1839 he married Elizabeth Ann Titus Holliday, a member of another 
prominent, early settler Monroe County family. Her father was Titus Holliday 
and her mother was Elizabeth Ann Catherine Edwards of a wealthy Edwards 
family of New York. 

Why Benjamin Fortson decided to go to Texas is unknown. However, he sold 
his land in Mississippi to his father for cash and purchased sixteen hundred 
acres of land in Navarro County, Texas near the old Chatfield Trading Post. At 
that time land in Navarro County was selling for $2 an acre and cattle cost $4 
per head. In 1852 Benjamin Fortson moved to Texas with his wife and children, 
household furniture, a large number of slaves, and an outstanding string of fine 
horses. They traveled across Mississippi to Vicksburg, crossed the Mississippi 
River and followed the trail to Shreveport. From Shreveport they traveled on the 
Old San Antonio and Shreveport Trail. Travel was slow. There were no bridges 
and after a rain the trail in places was a quagmire. They crossed the Trinity 
River at Old Taos where the trail continued on to Corsicana, the county seat of 
Navarro County. The town of Corsicana about this time consisted of a one room

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log cabin courthouse and a few other log cabins. There were only three houses be- 
tween Taos and Corsicana.'* 

The work of turning the Texas prairie into a plantation was hardly compiete 
three years later when tragedy struck. It was the custom then to kill the abun- 
dant wild life for meat for the table and one of the easiest ways to kill deer was to 
hunt them at night with flaming pine torches. It was called fire hunting. While 
fire hunting one night in 1855, Benjamin Fortson was accidentally killed. 

In addition to his wife, Benjamin left six young children: James Thomas, born 
1840; William, born 1842; John T., born 1844; Benjamin, born 1846; Julia Ann 
Catherine, born 1848; and Anna born the year they moved to Texas, 1852. 

The oldest son of Benjamin, James Thomas, served in the 4th Texas Infantry 
during the Civil War in Company E, Parson’s Brigade. He was wounded in battle 
three times. He married Ida Clayton, and they had nine children. He died at Rice, 
Texas, his home, January 4, 1892 and is buried in the Old Chatfield Cemetery. 
The next two sons of Benjamin, William and John, never married. John Fortson 
also served in Company E, Parson’s Brigade, 4th Texas, during the Civil War. 
Benjamin, the fourth son of Benjamin, married Mollie Cravens, and they had two 
children. 

Julia Fortson, the fifth child, married James Smart. The youngest child, Anna, 
married Preston Owen. (For a continuation of this line see Owen Family.) 

There are still many Fortsons in Texas today, and as in Louisiana, Missis- 


sippi, Alabama, Georgia, and Kentucky, they are community leaders wherever 
they live.!> .

Wood's History of Albermarle Co., p. 211, the following account 
of the GOOLSBY family is given: “Thomas Goolsby was one of the 
earliest settlers ‘of Albemarle Co., Va. He located there in 1732, 
thirteen years. before the county was organized. He took out a 
Crown Grant for 1,200 acres on the James River, (this location 
would suggest that it was in that part of Fluvanna or Goochland 
Co. that became Albermarle later). In 1745 he sold 500 acres to 5. 
Shelton on the tributaries of the James River, called Holman’s & 
Goolsby Creeks. The first deed of record was destroyed by the 
depredations of the British Army. Thos. Goolsby died in 1774. He 
married twice. The name of his first wife is not recorded. His sec- 
ond wife was Lucy Bryant. Wood’s does not mention her parents. 
The issue by the Bryant marriage were: William; Thomas; Susan, 
Mrs. Childress; Ann, Mrs. Nowlin; Lucy, Mrs. Saunders; Elizabeth.
